Women in Modicine: 


The introduction of women to the prac- 
inc has fairly come about in 
Great Britain, Their progreas in the pro- 
fession, thoxgh not remarkable, is at least 
encouraging, in view of the conservatism 
which 1, to be overcome, A school of 
inedicine for women has been going in Lon- 
don for several years, and its graduates have 
been scattered through the United King- 
dom. A dozen are in active work, six in 
London and two in Edinburgh.

1 NOW THE MEN WoRK, 


When tho grapes brought by the 
» | carters to the cures or vats in the bruised 
condition I have described, the ballongo, or 
bath-tub, is raisod up on the edge of the 
vat, and the grapes pulled out by an instru- 
ment technically called a grappe, whieh 
crushes those grapes which the carter’s fect 
have left untouched. ‘The vats are botwoon 
five and six feet high, aro buried four feot 
in the ground, and are filled within a foot of 
the top, ‘These vats are not provided with 
any hole at the bottom to draw off the wine, 
but a syphon is used for this purpoee, and to 
facilitate the uso of this instrument a narrow 
basket of the height of the vat is fixed to 
tho inner side, which serves as a well, free 
from the skins, stoms, ete., technically call- 
od “murk.” in this “imurk” ia contained 
the color matter, Tho wine in the vats is 
now allowed to ferment until it is ready to 
be drawn, 

Five or six days is considered a favorable 
length of time for fermentation to take 
placoin, but while the fermentation proceeds 
the “murk” rises to the top and forms what 
is technically called the “chapeau or hat. 
This “chapeau” being permeated with gas 
rises above the level of the wine, but so long 
as it continues to rise or romain stationary, 
formentation must bo allowed to proceed. 
As the color of Burgundy wine is one of its 
principal charms, samp és of the wine while 
ermenting are constantly taken by the vin- 
tager, If tho color is not considered deep 
enough an extraordinary and very ¢isgust- 
ing proceeding now takes place, The top 
of the “chapeau” or hat istaken off and two 
or threo naked men enter the vatand mount 
to the topof it, So dense is it that the men 
can stand upon it for some time, 

Each man works a holo with his feet 
through the crust and gradually his body 
sinks down to the bottom of the vat. They 
then work the “murk” and mix it thorough- 
ly with the wine—in that stage called 
“must"—for about a half an hour. ‘They 
then jump out, or are pulled out, looking 
like red Indians, .wipe themselves with the 
shirt they pulled off and dress themselves. 
Tn a few hours the “chapeau” has arisen 
eee and the same men again descend into 
tl murk,” and again mix it with the wine, 
During these oporations the men perspire 
furiously, not only on account of the hard 
work they are performing but from tho ef- 
foots of the carbonic acid gas arising from 
the fermonting mass, ‘They become deadl 
pale, or rather blue, and hang their heads 
over the edge of the vats gasping for air, 
and have to be well dosed with brandy to 
revive them, Fastidious strangers have ob- 
jected to the above process, but some of the 
old proprietors still believe that two or three 
full-Havored Burgundians give tone to their 
wines at this crisis, 

‘The adoption of this process is perhaps the 
reason why some Burgundies are said to 
have agreat deal of body in them, In many 
instances sugar is added to the ‘must’ 
while fermenting. It undoubtedly increases 
the headiness of the wine, but is said also to 
increase- its Partes of keeping. Common 
wine may be drank at the end of one year, 
but the fine wines require to remain at 
least four years in wood and several years in 
bottles before they develop their full quali- 
ties. During all that time the wine gives 
its ownors stich an amount of care and trou- 
ble that it has been well called ‘a child of 
anxiety,” 

DURGUNDIAN SUPERSTITIONS,

‘The schooner Mary D, Leach, owned by 
the fortune-hunter who set out three months 
ago to find the lost treasure of the Braak, 
says the Philadelphia Press, has attracted 
the notice of Senor Don Francisco Barco, 
the Spanish minister at Washington, one of 
whose secretarios came to Philadelphia to 
inspect the vessel and the costly diving ap 
para with which sho is stored, It is un- 
derstood that the errand of the Spanish 
minister was to scoure the services of the 
American divers to bring up the wreck ot 
eight Spanish mon-of-war sunk in the Bay 
| of Biscay by the Dutch and Kaglish floots in 

808. An English diving company was or- 
ganized four years ago to search for the 
treasure of the’ Spanish galloon, but failed 
on acconnt of the depth of the water at the 
head of the ba: Tho American divers be- 
lieve they have overcome the difficulty by 
the invention of a diving-bell cagabla of 
sinking to any dloptl, carrying requisite 
machinery for handling anything that shall 
bats foundlvehbetrTa lights, telophone, and 
other modern conyenicnees calculated to 
make tho diver’s lot a happy one. The vessol 
presents a strange appearance, with hor 
tall, rakish masts, her sharp bow and black 
smokestacks and amidships. She was built 
for a whaler, but afterward reconstructed 
by the divers, who put in an engine power- 
ful nough for asmall steamship, and masts 
and spars tall enough for a yacht, Rorty 
tons of coal were taken on for the engines b 
which the diving apparatus is operated. 
The weight of her boilers, sttvipg belly and 
othor wreoking paraphornalia is about cighty 
tons, and, as the vessel was built for 110 
tons burden, she has now all that she can 
carry. Tho old traditions which surround 
the search for $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 in 
gold, which have lain at the bottom of the 
sea for nearly a century, are destroyed ina 
measure by the modern ingenuity with 
which the present utopian search was to 
have been conducted. A diving-bell large 
enough for a man to live in for a week, and 
furnished with half the luxuries of a ship's 
cabin, was invented by Supt. Pike, and is 
now stored away in the holdof the schooner. 
‘The diving-bell is eight feot in height and 
about twelve feot in circumference. Cylin- 
der-shaped at the base, with heavy metallic 
sides, tho top widens into a globo, with 
glass windows or dead-eyes through which 
the explorer looks out from within, ‘The 
interior is supplied with air by 4 one and 
one-halfinch hose, whichmay be lengthened 
toany extent. The air is fed by a steam 
pipe on the cl, and, unlike the ordinary 
armor, the diver is enabled to breathe with- 
out effort at any depth under the sea. He 
moves about as freely between the brazen 
walls a3 an acronaut is enabled to do in the 
car of a balloon, and his observation is 
almost as unrestricted us the latter's, for 
the bottom of the sea is lit by an electric 
lamp attached to the diving-bell, having a 
power of 6,000 candles, the direction of 
which may be turned by reflectors to as to 
penetrate 50 yards of water, The diving: 

Il had been worked satisfactorily in 350 
feet of water, ‘The engineer shawn the re- 
porter the machinery by which it is raised 
rom the hold of the vessel after the diver 
has dropped in through the hole in the roof, 
and tho lead cap has been screwed down 
over his head, ‘*After that,” said he, “ the 
air-pump is set in operation, and communi- 
cation is had with the man on the inside b 
means of the telephone. The diving-bell, 
weighing more than a ton, is hoisted by four 
wire cables, swang out from one of the yards 
and slowly dropped into the sea. In the 
diving-bell he talks through the telephone 
and describes all that he sees, Our main 
engine is about 80-horse power, and is used 
for hoisting, Then we have a cleaning-en- 
gine, which ix used in washing away de- 
posits of sand or mud from the bones of 
shipwrecks, Salt water is pumped and 
forced down through an 8-inch hose, The 
pressure is 150 pounds tothe inch, and the 
nozzlo at the end is less than an inch in dia 
meter, You can estimate, if you care to, 
what force the stream has that is turned on 
the wreck, We carry two electric lights, 
which are inclosed in glass and lowered into 
the sea after the diver,”

Wait- 
ing some time, the driver asked where he 
would like to be taken. ‘*T'o the Thames,” 
‘The manner and look in which these words 
were uttered convinced the driver, who ap- 
pears to have had more than the usual in- 
telligence of men of his class, that his oceu- 
pant was deranged, He drove off, but not 
to the river where Cowper had ordered him. 
He drove up one streot and down another 
for a long time, while Cowper sat back in 
his seat in mental abstraction, which con- 
vinced the driver that he was crazy. Aftor 
along, roundabout drive, ho drove up to 
the poot’s lodgings, and told him he had ar- 
rived ‘where he was ordered,"" Cowper de- 
seended from tho vehicle, entercd the house, 
‘Thon in his return- 
ingconsciousnes# the truth of the ontire 
transaction entered his mind, aud he found 
that he had not seen the river at all, nor 
had he drowned himself, as ho ‘intended 
when he left the chambor two hours before.

Tho Earth Drying Up. 

There is abundant evidence that the 
amount of water on the surface of the earth 
has been steadily diminishing for many 
thousands of years. No one doubts that 
there was atime when the Caspian Sea com- 
municated with the Black Sea, and when the 
Mediterranean covered the greater part of 
Sahara. In fact geologists tell 
us that at one period the whole of the earth 
was covered by water,and the fact that con- 
tinents of dry land now exists is proof that 


there is less water on our globo now than 
there was in its infancy. ‘This Hpi 
of our supply of water is going dn at tho 


present day at a rate so rapid as to be clearly 
appreciable, ‘Lhe rivers and smaller streams 
on our Atlantic States are visibly smaller 
than they were twenty-five years ayo, Coun: 
try brooks in which men now living were 
accustomed to fish and batho in their 
boyhood have in many cases totally disap: 
peared, not through any act of man, but 
solely in consequence of the failure of the 
springs and rains which once fod thom. ‘The 
level of the great lakes is falling year by 
ear, ‘There aro many piers on the shores of 
lake-side cities Which vessels once approach: 
ed with ease, but which now hardly reach 
to the edge of the wator, Harbors are overy- 
Whére growing siiillower. “This ia not due 
to the gradual deposit of earth brought down 
by rivers or rofuse from city sewors. The 
harbor of Toronto has grown shallower in 
spite of the fact that it has been dredged out 
so that the bottom rock has been reached, 
and all the dredging which can’be done to 
the harbor of Now York will not Ry, 
ly deepen it. The growing shallowness of 
the Hudson is more evident above Albany 
than it is in the tide-water rogion, and, like 
the outlet of Lake Champlain, which’ was 
once navigable by Indian canoon at all soa 
sony, tho upper Hudson ix now almoat bare 
of wator in many places during the summer,

“Tavdiness on the part of papils shall be 
considered a violation if the rules, of the 
school, and shall subject the delinquents to 
such penalty as the nature of the caso may 
require, at the discretion of the master, 

A pupil absenting himself from school, 
except on account of sickness, or othér ur- 

nt reasons satisfactory to the master, for- 

cits his standing in tho class, and his right 
to attend the school for the remainder of 
the term. 

“Any pupil not appearing at the / regular 
hour of commencing Bo lass of the school 
which he may be attending, without a Writ. 
ten excuse from his parent of uardian, 
may be denied admittance to such selidol for 
the day, or halftlay, atthe discretion of 
the master, 

“Every pupil, once admitted to school, 
and duly registered, shall attend the com- 
mendoment of each term, and continue in 
Postal attendance until its close, or until 
he is regularly withdrawy oy notice to the

other, until such violation is certified by 
the parent or guardian to have been neé- 
cessary and unavoidable, which — shall 
be done personally or in writing.’

The Chinese aro turning out to be as bold 
in enterprise as they were at one time be- 
lieved to be timid. They are determined to 
beard the lion in his den. The other day 
4 Chinese steamer, owned by Chinese capi- 
talists, and manned by Chinese sailors, ar- 
rived at London docks with a full cargo of 
tea. It appears that the ocoan steamship 
line is only a part of the whole scheme 
which the Chinese have inaugurated, In 
connection with the line a large establish- 
ment is to be carried on in London, under 
the management of two Chinamen who ar- 
rived on the steamor. ‘Commercial Assocl- 
ation" —as it is to be called—will be com: 
menced with a capital of seven hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, subscribed by native 
merchants and capitalists of the highout 
standing in China. Tho company has boon, 
so far as is known, establishod without any 
bounty of any kind, and depends upon su- 
porior economy and management for success 
in compoting with the great British steam. 
ship companios, Tho Chinese have alroady 
takon a firm hold of the Pacific oo¢an carry- 
ing trade botwoon China and Ameriea, but 
this does not seem to have furnished sufli- 
ciont scope for their ambitious enterprise, 
Boing only imitative they will probably 
only be ablo to compote sufficiently by 
moans of coonomy, of which they are mas- 
tors, to spur the British companicos and 
provont begging. 


There is to bo a great effort made at 
this seasion of congress to dispose finally 
of the Geneva award, which respootuble 
American jourvals aro i clined to rogard 
asa national soandal, It is over nine 
yeura now since the award of fifteon and 
a half millions of dollars was made, and 
yet the T 1 States has about ten mil 
lions, inclu » woorued interest, still on 
hund unewarded, Tho trouble sooms to 
be that the Geneva arbitrators allowed 
the vulidity of claima which the United 
States Congress, after inquiry, is not 
willing to allow.
